A jo int co nference co mmittee was 
appo inted Tuesday to try to wo rk o ut 
ano ther co mpro mise o n the bill. 
Majo rity leader Oliv er Ocasek, D-27 
Akro n, and Assistant Majo rity leader 
M. Mo rris J ackso n, D-21 Clev eland, 
prev ailed during a two -ho ur caucus 
despite 
sentim ent 
amo ng 
so me 
Demo crats to send the bill o n to Go v . 
J ames A. Rho des. 
The 17 -14 v o te against co ncurrence 
was seen as a v icto ry fo r Ocasek, who 
o bjected to lo wering the requirement 
that a district pay 22 mills o f lo cal 
tax es to qualify fo r state aid. The bill 
wo uld hav e required o nly 20 mills. 
The Akro n Univ ersity pro fesso r, an 
adv o cate o f the equal y ield co ncept, 
fav o rs the higher qualifier to aid 
districts that make a greater lo cal tax 
effo rt. 
Ocasek appo inted J ackso n and Sens. 
Do nald J . Pease, D-13 Oberlin, and 
Oakley Co llins, R-17 Iro nto n, to the 
co nference co mmittee. 
They will line up against Rep. My rl 
H. Sho emaker, D-8 8 Bo urnev ille, 
chairm an o f the Ho use Finance 
Co mmittee, and Reps. 
Ro bert W. 
J askulski, D-ll Clev eland and Ben 
Ro se, R-6 4 Lima. 
Sho emaker and Ro se are ready to 
o ppo se the 22-mill requirem ent.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Fo rd 
administratio n is o ffering to dro p a 6 0- 
cent tariff o n refined petro leum im­ 
po rts if Co ngress ado pts President 
Fo rd’s plan to deco ntro l do mestic 
crude o il prices.

Administrato r 
Frank G. Zarb said the 6 0-cents-per- 
barrel tariff, impo sed by Fo rd when he 
anno unced a seco nd tariff fo r impo rted 
crude, affects two millio n barrels o f 
refined fuels daily . 


The lo wer co sts must be passed o n to 
co nsumers, Zarb said, adding that the 
end o f the tariff wo uld sav e co nsumers 
abo ut $1.2 millio n each day . 
Zarb’s pro po sal, which wo uld leav e 
crude o il tariffs at their present $2-per- 
barrel lev el, came after the Ho use 
Rules Co mmittee cleared the way fo r 
full Ho use v o tes o n two key energy 
pro po sals. 
One measure is a reso lutio n reject­ 
ing Fo rd’s latest pro gram fo r phasing 
o ut price co ntro ls o n 6 0 per cent o f 
U.S.-pro duced o il. Friday is the 
deadline fo r such a v o te. The Fo rd 
pro gram beco mes effectiv e unless 
killed by a majo rity in either the Ho use 
o r Senate by then. 
The Rules Co mmittee also sent to the 
Ho use flo o r an amendment by Rep. 
Bo b Krueger, D-Tex ., that wo uld 
rewrite the Fo rd deco ntro l plan and tie 


it to a windfall pro fits tax o n o ilmen. 
No specific time was set fo r the 
reso lutio n to reject the Fo rd pro gram, 
and so urces said the v o te, ex pected to 
be clo se, wo uld depend o n ho w the 
Ho use acted o n the Krueger amend­ 
ment. 
The Zarb pro po sal may bring added 
suppo rt to the Fo rd o il price deco ntro l 
plan, especially fro m states ex pected 
to benefit mo st fro m the remo v al o f the 
6 0-cent tariff o n refined impo rts. 
Tho se states are Califo rnia, Co n­ 
necticut, Delaware, Flo rida, Geo rgia, 
Maine, Massachusetts, New Hamp­ 
shire, New J ersey , New Yo rk, No rth 
Caro lina, Pennsy lv ania, Rho de Island, 
So uth Caro lina, Vermo nt and Virginia, 
acco rding to federal o fficials. 
The Fo rd plan 
wo uld deco ntro l 
prices fo r “ o ld o il” fro m wells in 
pro ductio n befo re 197 2 o v er a 39-mo nth 
perio d with a ceiling o f $11.50. Old o il is 
no w co ntro lled at $5 .25 per barrel. At 
the same time, 
prices fo r 
o ther 
do mestic o il, no w at abo ut $13 per 
barrel wo uld be ro lled back to $11.50 
and allo wed to rise by 5 cents a mo nth 
beginning Oct. 1. 
Fo rd prev io usly presented a plan, 
killed by the Ho use, that wo uld hav e 
phased o ut ex isting price co ntro ls o v er 
the co ming 30 mo nths with a $13.50- 
per-barrel to p applied o n prices during 
that perio d.

CHICAGO (AP) - Atto rney Marv in 
J . Ro senblum has a “ mo numental” 
plan fo r citizen 
inv o lv ement 
and 
unify ing the United States o n its 200th 
birthday celebratio n nex t J uly 4 : A 
human chain o f millio ns o f Americans 
ho lding hands fro m sea to sea. 
“ No thing like this has ev er been 
attempted o r do ne by any co untry ,” 
Ro senblum say s o f the “ Hands Acro ss 
the Natio n” co ncept. He sees it as a 
“ natio nal Wo o dsto ck,” “ a Mt. Rush- 
mo re o f American emo tio n,” a “ Great 
Wall o f Peo ple” co mparable to the 
Great Wall o f China, with Americans 
clasping hands fo r a mo ment fro m 
co ast to co ast. 
So far, his idea has no o fficial sup­ 
po rt. But the 32-y ear-o ld atto rney is 
undaunted. 
“ Yo u hav e to abso rb it,” he co n­ 
ceded in a recent interv iew. He said 
that when the idea first o ccurred to 
him, “ I tho ught it was harebrained.” 
Ro senblum figures such a chain 
wo uld take abo ut 4 millio n perso ns, o r 
ro ughly 2 per cent o f the natio n’s 
po pulatio n, with 1,320 perso ns per 
mile, each standing 4 feet apart. There 
are 5 ,280 feet in a mile. 
He say s that selecting a ro ute and 
circumv enting natural barriers such 
as the Ro cky Mo untains, deserts and 
great bo dies o f water wo uld be fo r­ 
midable. 
And 
he 
adm its 
that 
o rganizing the chain o n state, co unty 
and lo cal lev els co uld be “ an in­ 
credible o rganizatio nal pro blem.” 
But he maintains it can be ac­ 
co mplished. 
“ It’s the grass ro o ts kind o f thing” in 
which peo ple can really get inv o lv ed, 
he say s. 
“ It wo uld go do wn in histo ry no t o nly 
as a unique bicentennial celebratio n 
but pro bably wo uld last fo r hundreds 


o f y ears afterwards as a mark o f the 
human will. It wo uld sho w that we’re 
still no t so large that we can’t be linked 
to gether at o ne mo ment.” 
Ro senblum bo unced the idea o ff 
so me o f the natio n’s largest co r­ 
po ratio ns, the Bicentennial Co m­ 
mittee, the White Ho use and Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy , D-Mass. 
The co mmittee wasn’t interested. 
Neither were the co rpo ratio ns. The 
White Ho use said it wo uld pass the idea 
to the Bicentennial Co mmittee. Ro se­ 
nblum said Kennedy did no t respo nd.

S e n a to rs A p p ro v e 
P a y Increase B ill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
has v o ted to giv e members o f Co ngress 
and o ther to p federal o fficials what an 
o ppo nent calls a “ guaranteed annual 
increase in salary .” 


Suppo rters defended the pay raise, 
sent to the Ho use o n Tuesday o n a 58 to 
29 v o te, as an act o f simple justice fo r 
members o f Co ngress. They stressed 
that members o f Co ngress hav e no t 
had a raise in their $4 2,500 annual 
salaries since March 196 9, while the 
co st o f liv ing has increased 4 7 .5 per 
cent. 
“ The Senate is no t a rich man’s 
club” but co ntinued denial o f higher 
pay “ will make it so ,” said Sen. Hiram 
L. Fo ng, R-Hawaii, in suppo rt o f the 
pay raise pro po sal. He co ntended that 
o nly rich peo ple wo uld be able to serv e 
unless salaries are increased. 
Sen. J ames B. Allen, D-Ala., o ppo sed 
the bill because it wo uld guarantee 
annual pay increases. He termed this a 
“ backdo o r” appro ach. He said that if 
members o f Co ngress want to raise 
their pay they sho uld v o te fo r it 
directly each time. 
Besides members o f Co ngress, the 
co st-o f-liv ing raise wo uld apply to Vice 
President Nelso n A. Ro ckefeller, Chief 
J ustice Warren E. Burger and Ho use 
Speaker Carl Albert, all o f who m no w 
receiv e $6 2,500. 
The annual increase also wo uld go to 
Supreme Co urt asso ciate justices and 
Cabinet members, 
who no w earn 
$6 0,000 a y ear, as well as to abo ut 14 ,- 
000 federal emplo y es who se salaries 
hav e been fro zen since 196 9 at a $36 ,000 
ceiling. 
The amo unt o f the co st-o f-liv ing 
increase wo uld be determined an­ 
nually 
by 
the 
president 
unless 
disappro v ed by Co ngress either in 
who le o r in part. 
President Fo rd has indicated he will 
reco mmend a 5 per cent co st-o f-liv ing 
raise this y ear, altho ugh the inflatio n 
rate has been abo ut 8 .6 per cent during 
the past y ear. 
A 5 per cent raise wo uld increase 


tho se in the $6 2,500 bracket to $6 5,6 25 
and the pay o f members o f Co ngress to 
$4 4 ,6 25. 
The pay raise was passed as an 
amendment to an unrelated bill o n 
safety standards fo r po stal wo rkers.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-The equal- 
yield school bill was due to be dumped 
back into committee today after the 
Senate refused to agree to the House 
version of the long-delayed plan.

Majority leader Oliver Ocasek, D-27 
Akron, and Assistant Majority leader 
M. Morris Jackson, D-21 Cleveland, 
prevailed during a two-hour caucus 
despite sentiment among some 
Democrats to send the bill on to Gov. 
James A. Rhodes. 
The 17-14 vote against concurrence 
was seen as a victory for Ocasek, who 
objected to lowering the requirement 
that a district pay 22 mills of local 
taxes to qualify for state aid. The bill 
would have required only 20 mills. 
The Akron University professor, an 
advocate of the equal yield concept, 
favors the higher qualifier to aid 
districts that make a greater local tax 
effort. 
Ocasek appointed Jackson and Sens. 
Donald J. Pease, D-13 Oberlin, and 
Oakley Collins, R-17 Ironton, to the 
conference committee. 
They will line up against Rep. Myrl 
H. Shoemaker, D-88 Bourneville, 
chairman of the House Finance 
Committee, and Reps. Robert W. 
Jaskulski, D-ll Cleveland and Ben 
Rose, R-64 Lima. 
Shoemaker and Rose are ready to 
oppose the 22-mill requirement. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Ford 
administration is offering to drop a 60- 
cent tariff on refined petroleum im­ 
ports if Congress adopts President 
Ford’s plan to decontrol domestic 
crude oil prices. 
Federal Energy Administrator 
Frank G. Zarb said the 60-cents-per- 
barrel tariff, imposed by Ford when he 
announced a second tariff for imported 
crude, affects two million barrels of 
refined fuels daily. 
The lower costs must be passed on to 
consumers, Zarb said, adding that the 
end of the tariff would save consumers 
about $1.2 million each day. 
Zarb’s proposal, which would leave 
crude oil tariffs at their present $2-per- 
barrel level, came after the House 
Rules Committee cleared the way for 
full House votes on two key energy 
proposals. 
One measure is a resolution reject­ 
ing Ford’s latest program for phasing 
out price controls on 60 per cent of 
U.S.-produced oil. Friday is the 
deadline for such a vote. The Ford 
program becomes effective unless 
killed by a majority in either the House 
or Senate by then. 
The Rules Committee also sent to the 
House floor an amendment by Rep. 
Bob Krueger, D-Tex., that would 
rewrite the Ford decontrol plan and tie 


CHICAGO (AP) — Attorney Marvin 
J. Rosenblum has a “monumental” 
plan for citizen involvement and 
unifying the United States on its 200th 
birthday celebration next July 4: A 
human chain of millions of Americans 
holding hands from sea to sea. 
“Nothing like this has ever been 
attempted or done by any country,” 
Rosenblum says of the “Hands Across 
the Nation” concept. He sees it as a 
“national Woodstock,” “a Mt. Rush- 
more of American emotion,” a “Great 
Wall of People” comparable to the 
Great Wall of China, with Americans 
clasping hands for a moment from 
coast to coast. 
So far, his idea has no official sup­ 
port. But the 32-year-old attorney is 
undaunted. 
“You have to absorb it,” he con­ 
ceded in a recent interview. He said 
that when the idea first occurred to 
him, “I thought it was harebrained.” 
Rosenblum figures such a chain 
would take about 4 million persons, or 
roughly 2 per cent of the nation’s 
population, with 1,320 persons per 
mile, each standing 4 feet apart. There 
are 5,280 feet in a mile. 
He says that selecting a route and 
circumventing natural barriers such 
as the Rocky Mountains, deserts and 
great bodies of water would be for­ 
midable.

that 
organizing the chain on state, county 
and local levels could be “an in­ 
credible organizational problem.” 
But he maintains it can be ac­ 
complished. 
“It’s the grass roots kind of thing” in 
which people can really get involved, 
he says. 
“It would go down in history not only 
as a unique bicentennial celebration 
but probably would last for hundreds

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
has voted to give members of Congress 
and other top federal officials what an 
opponent calls a “guaranteed annual 
increase in salary.”

“The Senate is not a rich man’s 
club” but continued denial of higher 
pay “will make it so,” said Sen. Hiram 
L. Fong, R-Hawaii, in support of the 
pay raise proposal. He contended that 
only rich people would be able to serve 
unless salaries are increased. 
Sen. James B. Allen, D-Ala., opposed 
the bill because it would guarantee 
annual pay increases. He termed this a 
“backdoor” approach. He said that if 
members of Congress want to raise 
their pay they should vote for it 
directly each time. 
Besides members of Congress, the 
cost-of-living raise would apply to Vice 
President Nelson A. Rockefeller, Chief 
Justice Warren E. Burger and House 
Speaker Carl Albert, all of whom now 
receive $62,500. 
The annual increase also would go to 
Supreme Court associate justices and 
Cabinet members, who now earn 
$60,000 a year, as well as to about 14,- 
000 federal employes whose salaries 
have been frozen since 1969 at a $36,000 
ceiling. 
The amount of the cost-of-living 
increase would be determined an­ 
nually by the president unless 
disapproved by Congress either in 
whole or in part.

Brazil Seen In Driver's Seat 
As Frost Hurts Coffee Crop 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil (AP) - A 
frost that officials say has killed half of 
Brazil’s 1976-77 coffee crop is expected 
to work in the country’s favor by 
turning the world coffee market into 
one dictated by producers and not 
consumers, experts here say. 
This is because Brazil has huge 
stockpiles of coffee that it can filter out 
into the world market at will and at a 
higher price. 
Coffee prices have risen already by 
50 per cent in the past month. Earlier 
this week, the General Foods Corp. 
announced in New York an increase of 
20 cents a pound for ground coffees and 
3 cents an ounce for instant and freeze- 
dried brands.

executive said. “The world stockpiles 
are suddenly low and the tables have 
been turned. We expect a squeeze 
situation with producers, not con­ 
sumers, dictating prices.” 
The Brazilian Coffee Institute, a 
government agency which buys coffee 
from plantation owners in cruzeiros 
and exports it in return for dollars and 
other hard currencies, this week 
jacked up the price of coffee for 
Brazilian domestic use by 59 per cent. 
Brazilians consume 7.5 million bags of 
coffee a year. A bag contains 132 
pounds. 
Before the frost hit in the coffee­ 
growing states of Parana, Sao Paulo 
and Rio Grande do Sui, Brazil har­ 
vested 21 million bags of coffee. 
The 1976-77 harvest was starting to 
grow when the frost hit and the 
Brazilian 
Coffee 
Institute 
had 
predicted another 21-million-bag year. 
But now the institute says half of this 
was wiped out by the frost. 
The institute maintains, however, 
what it calls an “untouchable” stock­ 
pile of 15 million bags — enough to 
supply nearly 30 per cent of the world’s 
needs. 
E xporters estim ate that 
another 7 million bags are privately 
stockpiled. 
Thus, experts say, Brazil now has on 
hand 43 million bags of coffee — or 5.6 
billion pounds — enough to supply 80 
per cent of the world market. 
They add that this heavy stockpile 
puts Brazil in a position to hold back 
for higher prices for its 1975 crop 
because of the threat of shortages next 
year. 
Higher prices would m ake it 
profitable for the Brazilian Coffee 
Institute to dip into its “untouchable” 
15 million bags next year to maintain 
its annual export level of 16 million 
bags. 
Unofficial sources say Brazil has 
called a meeting of the other top coffee 
exporters — Colombia, Angola and the 
Ivory Coast — to discuss terms for a 
new world coffee accord. 
Experts here say that the United 
States and other consumer nations 
forced coffee prices down last year by 
heavy stockpiling of coffee, but they 
are likely to be insufficiently supplied 
in 1976 and thus would not be in a 
position to resist combined pressure 
from major suppliers.

As has been the practice for 
several years, the nation’s 
lawmakers are slipping in the 
side door with a pay raise for 
themselves. 
With absolutely no fanfare, 
the Senate Post Office and 
Civil Service Committee came 
up with a measure giving 
legislators, the vice president 
cabinet members, executives 
and federal judges a boost in 
salary.

For the past several years, 
members of Congress have 
been going through a great 
series of contortions to avoid 
having a flat vote on pay hikes. 
Some 
brilliant 
technician 
decided the best way to go 
about an unpopular item was 


to have a commission decide 
on pay raises that would go 
into effect unless a “no” vote 
was cast. 


In this case, a “yes" vote 
will be required, but on a 
m easure 
not 
remotely 
connected with the matter of 
salaries 
in 
the 
federal 
government. 


Perhaps one of the most 
startling statem ents cam e 
from Sen. Hiram Fong, R- 
Hawaii, who spoke of “hard­ 
pressed federal officials in the 
upper echelon” who he said 
have “suffered long enough 
from congressional inaction.” 
It is a little difficult, to say 
the least, to envision poor, 
suffering officials eking out an 
existance on pay ranging from 
around $36,000 per year. 
In addition, 
congressmen 
and senators making $42,500 a 


year would be raised to about 
$44, 625. This salary is in 
addition to a long list of 
benefits provided for our 
lawm akers, including low- 
priced 
food 
in 
Capitol 
cafeterias, cheap haircuts, 
and postage stamp funds that 
do 
not 
even 
have 
to 
be 
accounted for. 


In addition to the massive 
benefits, legislators have a 
pension plan that would make 
many a labor union member 
swoon in a tizzy of delight. 


Perhaps a better idea than a 
pay raise would be to pay 
legislators and officials $8,000 
to $12,000 per year, a range 
representing what a majority 
of the nation’s citizens must 
live on. If that should happen, 
the nations leaders would find 
that their hair was not the only 
thing getting trimmed. 


Dangers Of Agression 


When sex is cheap, integrity 
disintegrates. C haracter crum bles. 
Honor is onerous. Women’s liberation 
becomes male emasculation. Men 
debase the value of whatever is free. 
Male gluttony, in whatever form, 
has always led to nausea. His sexual 
appetite, throughout history, has 
always been tamed and moderated by 
women who set a high price on virtue. 
The husband who cheats has always 
been punished. Now, in a violent 
convulsion of sexual values, women 
have reversed the roles in the name of 
liberation.

Iowa Corn Crop 
Facing Disaster 


DES MOINES, Iowa (A P)-Farm - 
ers in Iowa need a good, soaking rain 
within a few days or they will risk 
losing up to 650 million bushels of corn, 
state Secretary of Agriculture Robert 
Lounsberry says. 
At current market prices averaging 
about 
$2.85 
a 
bushel for 
Iowa 
com, the potential loss to farmers 
could be in excess of $1.8 billion. 
“If it doesn’t come this week, we’ll 
be hurt more than we’d like to admit,” 
Lounsberry said Monday. 
“ The 
drought conditions might cut yield 30 
to 50 bushels per acre.” 
Iowa produces about 20 per cent of 
the nation’s com crop and in a good 
year will harvest more than 1.2 billion 
bushels. The forecast for this year had 
been 109 bushels an acre. 
The 
National 
Corn 
Growers 
Association says it is surveying the 
crop nationwide and it will be next 
week before it knows the situation 
elsew here. Lounsberry says the 
weather has been good in Indiana and 
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Illinois, which follow Iowa in corn 
production. 
Until now, the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture has estimated that U.S. 
farmers will produce a record wheat 
and com crop this year that will meet 
domestic and export demands without 
seriously affecting American con­ 
sumer prices. 
The National W eather Service 
forecasts m ostly sunny and hot 
weather for Iowa the next few days, 
with temperatures expected to top IOO 
degrees today. 
Iowa’s corn and soybean crops are 
suffering from a combination of ex­ 
cessive heat and insufficient moisture, 
the Iowa Crop and Livestock Re­ 
porting Service said Monday. 
“To recover, we would have to have 
a good inch of rain spread out over a 12 
to 24 hour period,” Lounsberry said. 
Up to an inch of rain fell in scattered 
Iowa locations last week, but the 
varied rainfall brought only tem­ 
porary relief. 
Last year, a combination of early 
flooding followed by a severe drought 
and an early frost cut the average 
yield to 81 bushels an acre. 
Lounsberry said the com crop is now 
in the critical pollination stage which, 
without rain soon, could result in the 
com “producing cobs with no corn on 
them.” 
Trouble for the Iowa com crop came 
about a month after heavy rains dealt 
a serious blow to crops in the fertile 
Red River Valley area of western 
Minnesota and eastern North Dakota. 
The Federal Disaster Assistance 
A dm inistration 
has 
issued 
a 
preliminary estimate that flooding 
brought crop damage of $1.5 billion in 
the 
tw o-state 
area, 
including 
carryover damage to 1976 production. 
The primary crops affected in the 
Red River Valley were potatoes, sugar 
beets, sunflowers, barley, wheat and 
flax.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The Ohio 
Board of Regents has been awarded a 
$845,160 federal grant to provide state 
student incentive grants to an esti­ 
mated 3,382 students during the 1975-76 
academic year. 
The funds must be matched by the 
state, the U. S. Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare said.

Dear Mrs. L.: 
Painful 
m enstrual 
periods 
(dysmenorrhea) are physically and 
emotionally devitalizing to adolescents 
and adults. Besides the pain that oc­ 
curs at the time of menstruation, there 
is also the anticipation of the constant 
recurring cycle of pain. This can 
become a severe psycholotical burden. 
A number of physical exercises have 
been tried, with great success. Dr. 
Leib J. Golub, of the Jefferson Medical 
College in Philadelphia, devised a 
series of exercises that brought im­ 
measurable comfort to girls who were 
in distress during the menstrual 
period. 
The exercise was described in this 
way: “In a standing position, with the 
arms raised sideward at shoulder 
height, the trunk is turned to one side. 
The knees are kept straight while the 
girl, twisting and bending her trunk, 
touches her foot with the opposite 
hand. 
“An attempt, too, is made to reach 
around the outer side of the foot and 


touch the heel.” 
The exercise is repeated four times. 
This is slowly increased to about ten 
times. The entire cycle of exercise can 
be done three or four times a day. 
These uncomplicated exercises have 
reduced the pain and brought relief 
from uncomplicated dysmenorrhea. 
This program should be tried only 
after a thorough medical examination 
rules out any physical reason for the 
unusual pain.

NEW YORK (AP) - After con­ 
vincingly foretelling the end of the 
recession, at least as it is interpreted 
by the followers of statistics, the stock 
market seems to have succumbed to a 
case of nerves. 
It isn’t alone. The banking, in­ 
vestment, industrial and consumer 
segments of the economy are equally 
upset. Suddenly the future isn’t as 
certain as they had thought. 
Beginning last 
December the 
market took off on a 300-point advance 
in the Dow Jones industrial average, 
heralding the end of production 
declines several months later. Now it 
can’t seem to see a few weeks ahead. 
The immediate confusion arises 
from the direction of interest rates and 
inflation, both of which are headed in 
the wrong direction from a stock in­ 
vestor’s viewpoint. Something may be 
very wrong, the market is saying. 
Could it really be true that prices are 
rising again? And interest rates too? 
Just weeks after we thought the bot­ 
tom of the recession had been reached 
— even before we could enjoy the 
upturn? 


One month’s statistics don’t con­ 
stitute a trend; the next month’s 
figures could show it all to be an 
aberration. But nobody seems to be in 
the mood to ignore the recent upturn in 
prices and interest rates. 
Chase Manhattan Bank recently 
summed up the concern in the lead 
article of its International Finance 
publication. “The recession is end­ 
ing,” it declared, adding with far less 
certainty: “What comes next?” 
“The evidence points to an early 
renewal of economic growth,” Chase 
states. “That much seems clear.” 
It continues, “it is a lot less clear 
how far beyond 1976 the recovery will 
continue. After such a sever recession, 
it should be possible to look to an ex­ 
tended period of growth. 
“But there’s legitimate concern that 
the recovery will be cut short by an 
early revival of serious inflation.” 
That, it seems, is the fear that is 
keeping consumers from spending, 
industry from making capital com­ 
mitments, investors from declaring 
their faith in the immediate future of 
the stock market. 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - Faced with 
congressional opposition, the Ford 
adm inistration has deferred its 
proposed sale of 14 Hawk missile 
batteries to Jordan. 


A num ber of legislators have 
criticized the proposed sale on the 
grounds the number of batteries is 
excessive and would tip the balance of 
power in the Middle East. 


The Ford administration’s deferral 
of its request for congressional ap­ 
proval, announced Monday, 
takes 
pressure off Congress which has 20 
days in which it can veto proposed mil­ 
itary sales to foreign governments. 
The period would have run out Wed­ 
nesday, shortly before the legislators 
are set to begin an August recess. 
A critic of the sale, Sen. Hubert H. 
Humphrey, D-Minn., said he hopes the 
administration will use the extra time 
to go back to Jordan’s King Hussein to 
make sure he is “taking into account 
the views of the committee regarding 
the 14 batteries.” 


There were conflicting accounts of 
whether the deferral meant the ad­ 
ministration is ready to scale down the 
$350-million proposal, which already 
has been voted down by the House 


International Relations Committee 
Sen. Clifford Case, R-N.J., i 
m em ber of the Senate Foreigr 
Relations Committee, said the deferra 
came because his panel and the House 
com m ittee had developed “ over 
whelming evidence” that the proposec 
sale is excessive. 


“I hope that any new notice sent t< 
the Congress after the August reces: 
will reflect what I see as the over 
whelming concern in Congress that the 
proposed sale to Jordan was largei 
than her requirements for purely 
defensive purposes,” Case said. He 
also said the deferral “leaves the dooi 
open for a possible compromise.” 
But State Department spokesmai 
Robert Anderson said the deferral wa: 
only a chance “for resubmitting tin 
notification (of the sale) within a timi 
framework which would permit Con 
gress to deal with the issue.” He said 
“There is no change” in the number: 
of missiles proposed.

S. Wame Robinson, chairman ot the 
board and chief executive officer of G. 
C. Murphy Company announced today 
that net income for the first sue months

for the same period in 1974. 
Net income per share for the 6- 
month period was 65 cents, compared 
with 61 cents for the first six months of 
1974. Record sales for the period were

For the quarter ending June 30,1975, 
net income was $2,187,000 compared 
with $2,191,000 for the second quarter 
of 1974.

Columbia G as Seeks To Am end 
Large-User Curtailm ent Plan 


Columbia Gas of Ohio, Inc., today 
asked the Ohio Public Utilities Com­ 
mission for permission to amend its 
present curtailment plan for industrial 
and large commercial customers. The 
amended plan could result in IOO per 
cent curtailment of natural gas used to 
fuel large industrial boilers beginning 
Nov. I. 


Columbia Gas President M. E. 
White, Columbus, said the action is 
being taken because the level of in­ 
dustrial curtailment expected this 
winter is so severe that pro-rata (equal 
percentage) curtailment alone is no 
longer feasible and the company feels 
it is necessary to conserve available 
supplies of natural gas for critical 
uses, such as feedstock, maintenance 
gas and processing applications that 
cannot use an alternate fuel. 


Under the amended plan, Columbia 
Gas of Ohio, beginning Nov. I, 1975, 
will first curtail all industrial boiler 
load of over one million cubic feet in 
any one month by IOO per cent before 
any 
other 
usage 
is 
curtailed. 
Additional curtailment required would 
be on a pro-rata basis of other 
industrial and large comm ercial 
deliveries. 
Beginning Nov. 1,1976, all industrial 
customers using more than one million 
cubic feet of gas in any given month 
who could use an alternate fuel will be 
curtailed up to IOO per cent im­ 
mediately after IOO per cent cur­ 
tailment of all boiler fuel loads and 
before any other customers are cur­ 
tailed on a pro-rata basis. 
Under Columbia Gas of Ohio’s 
present plan, now in effect on an in­ 
terim basis through July 28 by order of 
the Public Utilities Commission, 1,380 
industrial customers and 1,560 com­ 
mercial customers who use more than 
one million cubic feet of gas in any 
given month are curtailed on a pro­ 
rata basis to offset an existing shortfall 
in supply and to protect supplies to 
residential 
and 
human 
needs 
customers. Curtailm ent to com­ 
m ercial customers, however, is 
limited to a maxium of 40 per cent in 
the winter months (November through 
March) and to 15 per cent the rest of 
the year (April through October). 
The present basic plan is changed 
only 
for those industrial customers 
whose boiler load exceeds one million 
cubic feet per month, or those whose 
load exceeds one million cubic feet per 
month and who could use an alternate 
fuel. Other industrial and large 
commercial customers for the time 
being will continue to be curtailed on 
the same pro-rata basis as in the 


present interim order. 
The amended plan would continue 
enforcement by monetary penalties of 
$10 per thousand cubic feet and-or 
interruption of service for failure to 
comply with authorized volumes. 
White said that the company has not 
proposed to 
impose 
mandatory 
allocations, curtailments or monetary 
penalties upon residential or domestic 
use customers, or upon industrial and 
commercial customers that use less 
than one million cubic feet of gas a 
month. 
“ This is not to say, however, that 
such restrictions may not have to be 


imposed it these customers do not 
make a further contribution toward 
helping to ease the supply situation by 
setting thermostats lower in their 
homes and offices during the heating 
season and taking other conservation 
measures,” he added. 
He said the company will continue to 
monitor gas consumption weekly and 
adjust current curtailment levels, 
depending on temperatures ex­ 
perienced in the gas company’s ser­ 
vice area, the amount of gas conserved 
by customers and possible further 
changes in the overall gas supply 
picture.

Woman Resigns, 
Protests Smoke 


SOUTH AM HERST, Ohio (A P)—The 
one-time head of this village council’s 
environmental committee says she has 
had enough of smoky air. 
“ I’ve sat through so many smoke- 
filled meetings that I don’t think I 
could stand another one,” Gladys 
Reaver said in resigning her council 
seat. 


“ I think now we are sort of realizing 
that this whole idea of demolition and 
reconstruction is not the best way to 
go,” Mrs. Smith said. “ That’s because 
now with new construction costs so 
very high it has made rehabilitation 
efforts so very much more feasible.” 
Paul Sprague, a Chicago ar­ 
chitectural 
historian 
and

president of the Illinois Historical 
Structures Survey, said that there are 
perhaps IOO landmark commercial 
structures in urban cores living in the 
shadow of the wrecking ball. 
The best hope of saving the .struc­ 
tures, he said, is in making them worth 
saving from the economic standpoint, 
generally by continuing to use them for 
the purpose for which they were 
designed. 
“ It’s very difficult to adapt them for 
uses which require larger spaces, 
higher floor levels and things like 
that,” he said. “ I think realistically 
you have to really consider keeping 
them in some sort of business use.” 
In August, planners, developers, 
contractors, municipal officials and 
preservationists from around the 
country meet in Seattle — the site of a 
showcase, 20-block, rehabilitation 
district called Pioneer Square — to 
discuss the economic benefits of 
preserving important buildings. 
Among the likely topics of con- 


ver.sation is the successful rescue of a 
St. liOuis structure, the nine-story 
Wainwright Building. Designed In the 
early 1890s by Chicago architect Louis 
Sullivan, the Wainwright is generally 
considered the precursor of the 
modem skycraper. 
Sullivan solved the problem of giving 
a building a sense of unity when it is 
taller than it is wide, Sprague said. 
Using decorative masonry grids and 
piers, Sprague said, “ He lets your eye 
ride up each side of the building. These 
are devices which tie the building 
together. In that building he shows how 
to do it.” 
The area around the Wainright 
became blighted and the building’s 
existence looked precarious. In 1974, 
however, the trust for historic pre­ 
servation obtained an option to buy the 
building and early this year transfered 
it to the state government. 
Missouri plans to renovate the 
Wainwright for use as the centerpiece 
of a proposed complex, which will 
include new buildings.

Farm Exports 
Bring Surplus 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Farm ex­ 
ports rose last fiscal year to a record 
$21.6 billion and produced a U.S. trade 
surplus, says the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment. 
The exports exceeded agricultural 
imports by $12 billion during the year 
ended June 30, officials said. That 
more than offset a non-agricultural 
trade deficit and left the United States 
with a $2.2 billion surplus. 
In 1973-74 farm exports were worth 
$21.3 billion, the department said 
Tuesday. Prices of farm commodities 
were up sharply last fiscal year, which 
raised the total value, but actual 
quantities shipped declined. 
About 85 million metric tons of farm 
products were exported last season, 
down from a record 100 million the 
year before, the department said.

Legislators To Meet 
O n Malpractice 


OKOBOJI, Iowa 
(A P) — State 
legislators from 12 Midwestern states 
will attempt to find a common solution 
to the medical malpractice problem in 
a four-day meeting starting Sunday at 
Okoboji. 


“ For one thing we want to check and 
see if there are some games being 
played by the insurance industry,” 
said Sen. Lowell Junkins, D-Montrose, 
chairm an 
of 
the 
subcommittee 
working on medical malpractice. 
That group will spend much of its 
time at the annual meeting of the 
Midwestern Conference of the Council 
of State Govemements comparing 
notes on malpractice hearings and 
actions by the various states. 
“ At a malpractice conference in 
Chicago, we . stumbled on something 
that seemed peculiar,” Junkins said. 
“ We found that some insurance 
companies are pulling out of the 
malpractice business in say Iowa, 
South Dakota and Missouri and are 
suddenly writing it heavily in other 
states. 
“ One company that kind of saved the 
state of Iowa by increasing the amount 
of malpractice insurance it is writing 
here has stopped writing medical 
malpractice insurance in Indiana — 
and it’s an Indiana-based company,” 
he continued. 
Doctors in many states are finding it 
difficult to renew or expand the 
malpractice insurance and those who 
are successful are finding the costs 
spiraling. 
“ Initially we hope to get a handle on 
what is and what is not happening,” 
Junkins said. “ The major question is 
why they are writing in one state and 
not another.” 
The subcommittee has been coor­ 
dinating results of malpractice in­ 
surance hearings and meetings in the 
12 states through the organization’s 
Chicago office. 
In the subcommittee meeting 
Sunday, Junkins said the group would 
attempt to coordinate further and 
. decide how to handle the situation. He 
said other meetings are expected to 
work on the problem during the four- 
day meeting. 
“ We’re trying to coordinate each 
state’s efforts so we don’t each hold 
hearings and have people come in and 


we have to take what they say as 
gospel. We w ill have some check to see 
if in fact it is gospel. 
“ So far, the only thing we can put our 
finger on is we seem to be getting 
different songs, or at least different 
words to the same tune, from the 
companies,” Junkins said. 
He said the subcommittee hopes the 
states can work together as a region to 
work out solutions, including possible 
model legislation that would be 
adopted by all 12 states. 
In addition to Iowa, the states 
participating are Illinois, Nebraska, 
Kansas, South Dakota, North Dakota, 
Minnesota, Wisconisn, Michigan, 
Missouri, Indiana and Ohio.

Iiehman , chairman o f the Ho u se 
Ju diciary Co mmittee, ex p lain ed that 
the b ill req u ires p ro b ate co u rt ap ­ 
p ro v al o f an y fees charged in the 
p lacemen t o f a child. 


“That tak es the p ro fit o u t o f p riv ate 
p lacemen t,” he said. 
An o ther majo r chan ge in v o lv es the 
ado p tio n o f children b o m in fo reign 
co u n tries. I^ehman said it cu ts thro u gh 
red tap e o n the welfare dep artmen t 
an d p ermits p lacemen t so lo n g as the 
child has b een p ro cessed b y U.S. 
immigr.itio n o fficials. 


Additio n ally , the measu re req u ires 
that all ado p tio n s, in clu din g tho se 
p riv ately arran ged, b e ap p ro v ed b y 
the p ro b ate co u rt an d han dled either 
b y a p riv ate o r p u b lic ado p tio n agen cy . 


Lehman said the measu re, which he 
termed “the first majo r refo rm in 
Ohio ’s ado p tio n laws in man y y ears,” 
also req u ires an n u al rev iews o f the 
cases o f all children in fo ster ho mes 
an d cu sto dial in stitu tio n s, to see to 
their p ro p er care an d that effo rts are 
b ein g made to hav e them ado p ted.
